Sidener’s failure to make a case | 
against Forrest Ferguson, who ad- 
mitted his complicity w 
Murray Carleton in falsifying state- | 
ments of the Ferguson-Mchinney 
Manufacturing Co. for e«redit, 
through which the banks lost ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 when the 
firm collapsed, have turned to 
Washington in an effort to have 
justice done in the case. 

They have dispatched an agent 
to urge that the Federal Govern- 
ment make thorough its investiga- 
tion of the credit frauds. 

Federal jurisdiction would lie fn 
use of the mails to defraud. The 
company mailed false statements 
of its financial condition to East- 
ern bankers. Postoffice inspectors 
are inquiring to determine wheth- 
er this use of the mails came with- 
in the statute penalizing use of the 
mails to further a scheme to de- 
fraud. and, if so, what responsibil- 
ity could be charged to Ferguson, 
president of the company. 

Disappointed in State Courts. 

St. Louis bankers were bitterly 
disappointed at the failure in 
State courts here to fix a criminal 
share of the responsibility upon 
Ferguson. It is recalled that, aft- 
er an instructed verdict had _  ac- 
quitted Ferguson of embezzlement 
in his personal borrowings from 
the company, Circuit Attorney 
Sidener nolle prossed three other 
indictmerts against Ferguson, 
charging him, as well as the lata) 
Murray Carleton, with criminal au- 
thorship of the false statements of 
the company’s financial condition. 

The bankers declare that the spe- 


cial prosecutor employed by them 


proceeded under the State false 
statement statute, in which the 
penalty graded down from peniten- 
ith the late | tiary imprisonment to a fine, Reed- | 
er and his consultants were of the: 
‘opinion that the chances of suc-.

“Bowcock wouldn't listen to the

Sidener’s Attitude in Case. 

“When Carleton and Ferguson 
had heen indicted,” the banker be- 
pan, “Sidener came to us and said 
that he had neither the time, the 
assistants, nor the funds necéssary 
to proceed with the case. as dill- 
rently and effectively as he would 
like Accordingly the matter was 
hrougcht to the attention of the 
St Louis Clearing House Associa- 
tion and that body of bankers au- 
thorized the employment of as 
much as $10,000 in giving assist- | 
ance to Sidener.
